| From time to time it has been our 
| melancholy duty to annouce the death 
| of many of the oldest residents of this 


city, and now we are called upon, with 


| profound regret. to add the honored 


| mame of James Davis, who, after a short 
| iiness, borne with resignation, died at 
his late residence on Saturday last. 

The deceased was until a few days 
before his demise a staunch member of 
the Church of England. Realizing, 
however, that his earthly course was 
near an end he requested to be received 
into the Catholic Church. With the 
acquiescence of the clergy he was re— 
ceived and died fortified by the most 
solemn rites of our holy religion. Mr. 
Davis was born in Enniscorthy, county 
of Wexford. In 1830 he landed in 
Quebec where he remained until 1838 
when he came to Kingston where he 
has been ever since interested in the 
Kingston foundry but was forced to 
seek retirement through failing health. 
As a private citizen he was esteemed 
and respected by es le of all creeds 
and nationalities for his genial, kindly 
and unassuming manner. He married 
Mise Macarow, aunt of the late Judge 
Macarow, who survives him with two 
children, Rey. Father Davis, of Madoc, 
and Mrs. McKeon, wife of John Me- 
Keon, county attorney, St. Catherines. 
Only a few months ago his daughter, 
Sister Mary Vincent, of St. Joseph’s 
convent, died in Toronto. His grace 
archbishop Cleary visited Mr. Davis on 
Saturday afternoon, and held a long 
conversation with him. Mr. Davis res- 
ponded to all the prayers with great 
earnestness and “devotion.

A Novel Method For Destroying 
Canadian Thisties. 


The one-eight-of-an-acre patch of 
Canadian thistles in the cornor of a ten- 
acre field certainly needs attention, else 
it will soon spread over the entire ten 
acres. Leave the ground occupied by 
the thistles uncultivated this summer, 
and, when the stalks have grown six to 
twelve inches high, mow them off and 
drop a tablespoonful or more of salt on 
the top of the stump of each. When 
the next set of sprouts has appeared, 
mow again and reap the application of 
salt, and two or three mowings and salt- 
ings will usually destroy the reots, but 
if any sproate d appear next sum- 
mer, treat then in the same way. Do 
not trust thie work to some hired man 
unless he is more than ordinarily care- 
ful, but attend to the matter yourself, 
in order to be certain that no plant is 
overlooked. We have known whole 
fields of Canadian thistles to be destroy- 
ed by thie process of mowing and _alt- 
ing, and it is not expensive, but requires 
care and attention, with a repetition as 
often as necessary, to prevent too vigor- 
our a growth before the plants are cut 
down.-——J. Ross, in American Argi- 
culturist, :

Stick to it, and if there 
is time and opportunity, cultivate the ac- 
naintance of these foreign crops that come 
rom England, Germany or Japan in a email 
way, but do not place too much reliance 
upon them simply because they are highly 
recommended by some one else. - They ray

crops. Almost ayy good fertilizer or none 
may. be used when the plants are set, but the 
time when the application seems todo the 
most good is to put it around the plants and 
work\it well into the soil just as the toma- 
toes and pt eg are beginning to blossom, 
and when the cabbages and cauliflowers are 
heading up. And this may be taken as a hint 
in regard to their use upon many other 
plants. 


Sour Onrds. 


An inexperienced cheese-maker would 
hardly expect sour curds at this ccol season 
of the year, but yct they often develop 
when not looked for. Whether it is the 
quality of the milk produced by dry feed, 
or nearness to the parturient period, or 
characteristic of temperature and season we 
are not prepared to say, but our experience 
has led us to be extra cautious in the manu- 
facture ef spring-produced milk. Unless 
the cows are well fed its quality as to butter- 

‘fat is not rich anyway, and at the best gilt- 
edged cheese can hardi be produced ators 
grass milk appears. The first thing for the 

lous care of 
the patrons in the handling of the milk, and 
then to make a personal olfactory test of 
every mess delivered. Of course this cau- 
tion is always important in hot weather, 

; but in the spring many makers are prone to 

i it, and that is where they make a 

gra’ mistake and get sout milk on their 

ds before they know it. Caution costs 
nothing end one should get in the habit of 
exercising it in the handling of milk whether 

; it seems necessary or not. Cautious mak- 

| ers always have the best success, and dairy- 


©’ men imbued with the same characteristic 
P| furnish the beat milk. 


Sour curds can first be avoided by avoid- 
ing sour milk. We are sure that one of the 
principal causes of frequency of acid in 
spring curds is the fact that curd at this sea- 
son cooks very slowly, retaining an exces- 
sive smount of moisture for a long time, 
Acid developing to a certain limit in partial? 
ly cooked curd will almost always produce a 
sour cheese, while the same degree ofacidity 
developing in the same curd after it hat 
been sufficiently cooked will show only a 
normal degree of ripeness in the cured 
cheese. This is a very important fact for 
makers to remember, and we know that it 
will always pay them tobe on the alert in 
this regere atall times of the season.

The Situation In Iretond. 


Lord Salisbury presided at a meeting of 
the Grand Habitatioa of the Primrose 
League, held at the Covent Garden Theatre 
recently. He delivered an address in 
which be declared that a great political 
struggle was impending. ‘ We have,” he 
said, ** to deal with a proposal for a great 
organic change, The conflicts of classes 
are shutting out from men’s eyes the great 
issue—the integrity of the empire.” Lord 
Salisbury also said the opinion of the Loyal- 
iste in Ireland had not changed. The con- 
dition with which Ulster had to struggle 
appeared clearer every cay. He had 
yeen accusea of attacking thea Catholic 
religion, but nothing was further 
from his thoughts. What Ulster 
had to dread was being submitted to th 
despotism of her foes. While Parliament 
had the right to govern Ulster it had no 
right to sell the province into stavery. Any 
attempt to use the English military to sub- 
ject Ulster to Archbishop Walsh would rend 
society in two. Home Rule was not a mes- 
sage of peace, but of civil and religions war. 
His Lordship concluded by declaring that 
unless Conservatives ani Liberal-Unionists 
exerted themselves to prevent that hideous 
picture trom becoming a — they would 

roduce a result which would not secure 
ates Rule, but a state of things which 
would destroy the credit and enfeeble the 
power of England in every quarter of the 
world. 

It is considered that with this speech the 
question of Home Rule has entered upon a 
new phase, If protests from Ulster have 
had no effect on Gladstone they have made 
a deep impression on Lord Salisbury. He 
aid on Saturday:—*‘] know no event more 
mportant, no symptom more menacing, 
than the opinions which have been lately put 
torward by Ulster leaders, apparently with 
deep sincerity and a full conviction of the 
responsibility they involve.” Mr. Morleyaske 
what they dread. ‘They dread,” answers 
Lord Salisbury, “being put under the feet 
of their hereditary and __ irreconcilable 
enemies. is there a worse fate to be given 
to any man?” Then he goes on:—*Re- 
member that everything the Ulsterman 
holds dear will be in the hands of Dr. 
Walsh: and his political friends, Every- 
thing—all the woalth which they produce, 
all their commerce, -all their flourishing 
agriculture, all the circumstances which dis- 
tinguish them from the rest of Ireland, will 
be atthe mercy of the majority, over whom 
no check will exist. Is that not a terrible 
fate to which to condemn any man?” The 
Prime Minister of England justifies the 
threatened resistance of Ulster to the 


power of kings.” He defines its limitation 
in a sentence which will ring through the 
North of Ireland. ‘‘ Parliament has a right 
to govern the people of Ulster ; it has nota 
tight to sell them into slavery.” Like the 
Dake of Devonshire, he recalls the revolu- 
tion of 1688, and the resistance of Ulster to 
James II., and he says, with a significance 
impossible to be missed :—‘If a similar 
abuse of power, be it on the part of a par- 
lament or on the of a king, should 
ever occur at any tuture time 1 do not 
believe that the people of Ulster have lost 
their sturdy love of freedom or their detes- 
tation of arbitrary power.” He leaves it to 
Ulster to decide, should the case arise, 
whether she will resist and in what way ; 
but then follows the most momextons 
declaration of all. “Bus I cannot 
help mes in the language of those 
who, herald this approaching change the 
belief that the military force of Engl and will 
be employed to subject the people of Ulster 
to Dr. Walsh and his political friends. 
Political prophecy is always uncertain, but I 
think I may venture to prophecy that any 
attempt on the part of any Government to 
perpetrate such an ontrage as this would 
ti society in two.” That binds,at an 
rate, one great party in this kingdom, the 
party which now governs it, and is certain 
at some day to govern itagain. It pledges 
to the support of Ulster half the people of 
England. It withdraws from the priests of 
Ireland all hope of being able to use British 
troops to reduce Ulster to subjection, save 
when and for so long as the Gladstonians are 
in power. In other words, if Ulster wishes 
to resist, she has only to bide her time. 
Such is the prospect Home Rule and Home 
Rulers, English and Irish, have now to face, 
Tt has long threatened civil war in Ireland ; 
it now threatens civil war in England also.

Since the shooting of live pigeons has 
almost entirely been abandoned in favor of 
the more humane aport of breaking clay 
birds, gun clubs are springing up in all sec- 
tions of the country devoted to this pleasant 
pastime. The traps, which are usually 
made of cast iron, were formerly sprung 
by pulling ropes running to the shooter's 
stand, bat with the introduction of electri- 
city this method has been changed, a pull 
operated by a battery now beicg employed. 
With the old way the ropes would very 

ten get tangled, causing a considerable de- 
lay. With theelectric pull the trap is 
sprung instantly as soon as the shooter is 
ready. The birds are made of a mixture of 
clay and coal tar, and are very brittle. They 
are saucer-shaped, and fly with the convex 
side up, this portion being painted a bright 
yellow, giving the gunner a spot at which 
toaim. The traps are set and the birds 

laced in the carriers by boys behind a 

eavy wooden screen, The trigger is con- 
nected to the electric trap pull by means of 
a strap fastened to a bolt through the top of 
the battery box. When the electric button 
is pressed the bolt drops down, releasing the 
swinging arm which throws the bird into 
the air, The birds fly about sixty toseventy 
yards from the traps, and toa height of 
about 150 feet, each carrier throwing them 
at an angle different from the others,

** The important which fungi are in- 
tended to play in the economy of nature, 
chiefly as scavengers, 1s indicated by the 
plentiful provision made for their r wo- 
tion,” says a student of vegetable ology. 


**So widely distributed are the germs of 
these planta that every breath of sit 
take probably pentaine several kinds. They 
are everywhere in the atmosphere, ready to 
develop themseT¥es whenever the peouliar 
conditions adapted to each are offer- 
ed. This accounts for the prevalence of 
those troublesome forms of vegetation which 
are called ‘‘mould,” “mildew,” and so 
forth. Fruit preserves are very apt to afford 
& propagating ground for mould, and like- 
wise any pair of shoes which you may leave 
— ped any _— of time. ise 
sort of cheese, much prized epicu 
which derives i vor from H Bceche 
of fungus vegetation it contains. It is pre- 
pared simply by breaking up the curd and 
exposing it fore day or two, in small lumps 
laid upon &cloth, to the sun and air, There 
it receives the spores of the fungi, which 
vegetate in it and spread their growth 
through the mass while it is yet soft.

The idea is vecy generally held that the 
African elephant is not susceptible of being 
tamed and used as a working animal like 
his cousin of India, This idea, however, is 
erroneous, The African elephant is fally as 
intelligent and docile as the Indian ele- 
phant. Most of the elephants which are 
exhibited in menageries and circuses, many 
of them ina high state of training, come 
from Africa. The ancient historians tell us 
also that for more than 500 years the Afri- 
can elephant was captured and trained for 
service in the armies and for use as a beast 
of burden and in circuses. The period when 
the elephant of north Africa was most util- 
ized for these various purposes was between 
about 285 B.C. and 25) A.D. 

The African elephant is easily distinguish- 
able from the Asiatic species by the convex- 
ity of his face, the great 

LENGTH OF HIS TUSKS, 


and particularly by the enormous size of his 
ears. To-day he is not found north of the 
desert ot Sahara. When he was largely 
utilized by man, however, he was found in 
great troops not only in upper Egypt, but 
also in the forest of Morocco and Algerin, 
It was somewhere between the third and 
the seventh century of the Christian era that 
the elephant finally disappeared from uorth 
Aftrica.- 

All the early historians have something 
to tell us about the use of the Afr.can ele- 
phant in warfare. It was 270 yeara B. C., 
when one of the Ptolemaic rulers of Egypt 
used elephants in war against the Indian 
elephants of his enemy, and at the battle of 
Raphia the Indian animal showed his su- 
periority as a fighter to his African relative. 


' All the mg IY in the army of Egypt’s 


ruler were killed in combat with the ele- 
phants of Antiochus, — 

The Carthaginians, seeing that Egypt 
was constantly extending her territory to- 
ward the west, desired to placé her arm 
on a footing equal to that of Egypt's mili- 
tary establishment. They thereupon made 
elephants of war a prominent feature of their 
force, Hundreds of men were sent into the 
forests along the foot of the Atlas Moun- 
tains, where great hunts were organized for 
the capture of elephants who were destined 
to play an important part in the two first 
Punic wars. Much has been written about 
the role that African elephants played dur- 
ing the wars between the Carthaginians and 
the Romans. We know that Hannibal. 
crossed the Pyrenees with forty elephants, 
and he had thirty-seven when he ania on 
the banks of the Rhone after this terrible 
journey. In the Alps his heavy laden ele- 
phants had the greatest difficulty in cross- 
ing the snowy — along the narrow paths. 
On one part of the route

when the animals finally arrived in Italy 
they were so weakened by their oe

Hannibal, however, made conspioucus use 
of elephants in all the big battles he fought 
in Italy, in Spain, and in Africa.

| they would never again use elephants in 


warfare, 

Only a short time before the beginning of 
the Christian era African elephan ured 
upon Pompey’s battlefields, The elephants 
he took back to Italy. were a feature’ of his 
triumph. — elephants marched before 
the dictator to Rome, and, as they passed 
through the streets of the capital, each held 
in his trunk a flaming torch. 

After the Roman conquest of Africa the 
elephant assumed a more pacific role, though 
he still figured in battles against gladiators 
and animals such as bulls and tigers. He 
played his parc in festival games and on oo- 
casions of spectacles and t ceremonies, 
The stories that some of the latter histor- 
ians tell of the feats performed in the cireus 
by trained elephants are almost incredible. 
Pliny tells of seeing one day four elephants 
bearing another upon a litter, On another 
occasion a number of elephants were turned 
loose ia a hall filled wit 2 who were 
lying upon couches, and the elephants step- 
ped over all the couches without touching 
the occupants. 

A DOZEN ELEPHANTS 
owned by Germanicus executed a charade in 
dramatic costurre, The males were clad 
in togas and the females in tunics. After

the colony, they think they should be per- 
mitted to separate from Queensland and 
have the privilege of attending to their own 
interests. They desire, however, to erect 
two colonies, one in central and the other in 
northern Queensland, because the interests 
of the two regions are far from identical. 
Rockhampton, the chief town of the central 
region, has a very large trade in cattle, 
supplied by the great ranches to which rail- 
rons extend tar to the westward. On the 
other hand, the people of the northern settle- 
ments are very active in mining and sugar 
enterprises and other pursuits fitted for a 
tropical climate. They say the Rockhamp- 
ton district cannot legislate for them an 
better than the people of south Queensland, 
and so the original demand for the creation 
of one new colony is now supplanted by the 
present scheme for two colonies. 

It is not certain what the imperial Govern- 
ment will decide to do, Brisbane desires 
the entire colony to be kept together, and 
promises to legislate in the future more for 
the intererests of the northern part of the 
country. The loyalty of Queensland has 
never been very great, and on some previous 
oceasions, when they have had grievances to 
air, they have threatened to cut off entirely 
froin the control of Great Britain. It is 
probable that the Colonial Office in London 
will endeavor to gain a little time by advis- 
ing the delegates to await the action of the 
Parliament now in session at Brisbane. 

The colonists of the northern districts 
have received the most ample promises that 
the present Parliament will look out care- 
fully for their interests and vote for what is 
neceasary for the development of their dis- 
tricta,

Arrival at Mallfax of the Flagship—A 
Powerfal Vessct. 


A despatch from Halifax, saya:— The new 
cruiser Blake, the flagship of Vice-Admiral 
Hopkins, arrived from Bermuda to-night, 
having covered the 750 miles in 48 hours, 
Had she run fall speed, the Blake could have 
done it in 36 hours.

The Budhisty, Tri Pitikes were 
composed in the sixth century before Christ ; 
ita teachings are pure and sublime, its aspira- 
tion lofty in the extreme. The word 
** King,” as used in connection with the sac- 
red work of the Chinese, simply means 
“web of cloth.” From this 1 is presumed 
that they were originally written on fine 
rolls of cloth.

Bat there are rare instances where this 
rite of chieftainship has been conferred 
upon outsiders, anit tes one I have in my 
memory is the occasion when one of Eng- 
land's young princes received this most ex- 
alted honor that his mother’s Indian sub- 
jects could bestow. The Duke of Con- 
naught, who was cheered by all “ Canada 
from sea to sea” two years ago, has for 
twenty years been possessed of the right to 
sit among the hereditary chiefs in the great 
council and to have a voice in the adminia- 
tration of the affairs of the Six Nations. 

Twenty’ years ago! My childish recollec- 
tion of the ceremony consists of auch rude

Because you have known milk or butter 
to run the gauntlet of bad odors without 
being spoiled do not take any chances b 
needless exposure. I have known a skun 
to perfume a dairy house without spoiling 
the contents ; but then I have known an 
opposite result. Butter and milk at cer- 
ns gy temperatures will absorb bad odors 
much more readily than at other tempera. 
tures, bat the only safe rule is to have every- 
thing connected with the dairy pure and 
sweet at all times, 

Those who are most particular about 
these things are the ones who have the few- 
est losses to record. Do not let milk stand 
long in the stable nor in a barn where ensi- 
lage odors are pervading the atmosphere. 
It is not safe. 


Wasting Skim Milk. 

I know of no business that is subject to 
competition that. could live and waste so 
large a portion of the material: handlei as 
the dairyman wastes when he fails to real- 
ize anything for his milk after the cream is 
en off, writes a shrewd New England 
farmer who knows how to raise a calf on 
skim-milk chiefly and obtain a live weight 
of 1,000 pounds in a year. Milk producers 
should learn the feeding value of skim-milk 
and ask themselvesshow much they are get- 
ting Yor it whén they force their product 
upon a dull market and have to take “ sur- 
as ” prices for a considerable portion. 
Selling new milk at the price some mon 
make skim-milk worth for feeding stock, 
and then buying the cows instead of raisin 
them is like getting hold of the wrong wad 
of the lever.

While the United States, Canada and 
Australia are suffering from a dearth of 
domestic servants, the. supply being alto- 
gether inadequate to the demand, England 
on the other hand may be said to bé surfeited 
with this particular class of labor, For ac- 
cording to the report just issued by the 
newly organized London Domestic Servants’ 
Union, there are at the present moment no 
less than 10,000 trained servants of good 
character walking about the streets of the 
British metropolis in search of employment. 
According to the last census returns, Eng- 
land possesses no less than 76,000 coachmen 
and grooms, 56,250 male indoor, servants, 
and 1,230,000 female indoor servants, 
Among other information contained in the 
report of the Union is a duly authenticated 
statement to the effect that four-fifths of the 
inmates of one of the largest London work- 
houses have been at one time or another 
employed as domestic servants. This is one 
of those matters in which America differs 
radically from England. For over here it is 
far more frequently the employers who end 
their days in the workhouse, while their 
former servants die rich.

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NEEDLE-AND-THREAD TREE,

That there are more wonders on the earth, 
in the sea, ‘* beneath the earth,” and in the | 
sky above it then ever Horatio imagined 1s 
& well-known fact which that worthy’s most 
ardent admirers will not attempt to deny. 
Take, for instance, the famous: needle-and- 
thread tree, Imagine such a luxury and the 
delights of going out to your tree and pluck- 
ing @ needle threaded all ready for use | Odd 
aa it may seem to us, there is, on the Mexi- 
can plains, just such a forest growth. 

The “tree” may not exactly be a tree in 
the true sense of the word, partaking as it 
does more of the nature and characteristics 
of a gigantic species of as us. It has 
large, thick, fleshy leaves, such as would 
remind one of the cactus, especially of the 

popularly known as the * prickly 


The ‘‘needles” of the needle and thread 
tree are set along the edges of these thick, 
fleshy leaves. In order to obtain one fully 
equipped for sewing it is only necessary to 
push the needle gently backward into the 
fleshy sheath (this is to loosen it from the 
tough outside covering of the leaf), and then 
pull it gently from the socket. If this opera- 
tion be properly carried out one hundred of 
more fine fi adhere to the thorn like so 
many spider weos.. By twisting the 
“needle” during the drawing operation 
the thread can be made of any length de- 
sired. The action of the air on the fibres 
— them amazingly, a thread from it 
not larger than common No. 40 being ca 
able of sustaining a weight of five emai, 
about three times the tensile strength or 
comimion “‘six-eom” spool cotton.

The foliage is so dense, and it grows com- 
pactly rather than spreading, so that unless 
the inside of the tree is thoroughly praned 
most of the apples will be hidden by leaves, 
and be small, light-colored and with little 
flavor. There is greater difference in the 
quality of Northern Spy apples than exists 
in any other. A well-ripened Spy whose 
truit has been thinned so that it has plent 
of material and plenty of sunlight is as dif- 
ferent from small, green specimens grown 
in the centre of the tree and not,thinned as 
if they were entirely different varieties. It 
is the treatment the tree receives that makes 
the difference. Itisa kind that does best 
when the trees stand out by themselves, giv- 
ing full chance for sunlight to comein on 
every side, 

Owing to the low price of apples in bear- 
ing years, and the frequent failure of this 
crop, there has been recently a growing ten- 
dency to restrict production. Not only has 
the planting of the now orchards been 
checked, but many that were planted have 
been neglected, and worse still orchards 
with thrifty trees have been cut down or 
grubbed out because of a few years failure 
to bear.. The causes of failure are now 
pretty well understood. The apple crop 
can, with due care, be made as certain as 
any the farmer grows. Those who have 
“pple trees should give them extra care. If 

ey are not of the best varieties, regraft 
ra to —. — sell pon —- The da 

as gone by for showy apples of poor qual- 
ity. Tt te quale that makes the market in 
the long run, and the best quality will com- 
mand the best price every time. Some 
varities of apples of indifferent flavor have 
been ular because under neglect they 
would bear fair crops and being showy 
would bring fair prices. The Baldwin is 
one of these. Of late years it has been less 
reliable asa bearer than others, probably 
in many cases because it is especially liable 
to injury from the bud moth worm. It isa 
coarse apple, and if it be less prolific than 
formerly it is another reason tor pe gros 
trees of that variety with others of better 
quality. Its merit is its popularity with a

educated up to the use of better fruit. 
, The chief points for apple-growers to re- 
member is that good quality in apples és the 
most important consideration, and that those 
who take the necessar ins to secure al- 
ways the best fruit will be most certain of 
pay for what they do.

First Care of Ohioks, 

After the chicks are hatched they should 
be lett in the nest for 24 hours. This gives 
them strength they would not possess if 
removed sooner. When we remove them, 
they are placed in a tight coop with floor, 
on which we place about an inch of sand, 
heated in the oven. The hen is thoroughly 
dusted with Persian insect powder and then 
placed in the coop. We should say, how- 
ever, that before this we take the chicks 
out, put them in « flannel-lined basket near 
the atove, and allow biddy to eat and drink 
all she wants, After this we give her the 
chicks, and as she has been well-fed, she is 
generally contented, , 

Their first feed of two. parts 
coarse corn meal and one part wheat bran, 
sligutly moistened and baked, until black 
on top, in the oven. This crumbles fine 
and is mixed witha little wheat. bread crumbs 
and given tothem. This is their chief foou 
until four weeks old, when they may be fed 
cracked corn at night and some wheat oc- 
casionally. 

They are not allowed out of the coop un- 
til 10 , or if the weather is very severe, 
not until two weeks old.” They are then 
let into little yards about four feet square 
and 14 or 16 high. They are kept 
in these yards, with movable fences, about 
10 days or more, according to the weather 
Then the fences are removed to another 
coop, and the chicks allowed to go where 
they please. Every two weeks the hen is 
token out and dusted with the insect pow- 
der, fresh sand put in, and the hen return- 
ed to her coop. 

Our hensgenerally commence laying when 
the chicks are six or eight weeks old. We 
keep them with the chicks, the very early 
ones especially, as long as they will stay. 
They are then retu to their houses, and 
the chicks, being kept warm at night, are 
none the worse for the hens being removed. 

The cockerels, that is, most of them, 
are sold as broilers and roasters as rapidly 
sk en This gives more room to the 
pu'lets and the few fine cockerels which we 
retain for breeding and for sale. They re- | 
main in these coops until Fall, when they | 
are put into Winter quarters or sold, as the | 
casemay be. Durlog this time they can roam | 


over 50 acres, if they feel sodisposed, which

After they are two months old we. feed 
them soft, scalded food in the morning, 
composed of bran, ground oats and corn, 
and ground meat at noon, and at night they

He has undertaken to prove that every | 
public act really performed by Bismare 
since he becaine Prime Minister of Prussia 
thirty years ago has been a blunder, and 
that all the truly creditable acta imputed 


| to him have been ferformed by others. It 


is pointed out, for instance, that Bismarck | 
tailed as an eradicator of socialism. He 
never pretended to be able to eradicate it, 
and the sole aim of his repressive legislation 
was to prevent it from spreading and from 
exercising a formidable influence in the 
Reichstag. It is undisputed that after the 
e of the first Anti-Socialist bill the 
Socialist vote decreased ; and although it 
afterward recovered considerable strength, 
the number of Socialist members of the im- 
perial Parliament remained insignificant 
until the general election of 1890, when it 
was known that the young Emperor had 
set his face against repressive legis- 
lation, and meant to give the Social 
Democrats entire liberty of political action. 
Itis now said that he has changed his mind 
on this subject, and is likely at any mo- 
ment to revert to Bismarck’s programme, 
The assertion that Bismarck was a failore 
as a foreign minister will astound most per- 
sons, and the mode of sustaining it adopted 
by the Contemporary’s contributor is to 
over all the remarkable achievements of the 
ex-Chancellor’s foreign ney in the event- 
ful years from 1871 to 1890, and to hold 
him blameworthy for the present m 
attitude of Russian troops on the frontier 
of Poland. The unchallengeable truth is 
that Bismarck is the exclusive creator of 
the Triple Alliance, which is unjrersally 
admitted to have been hitherto the guaran. | 
tee of the stability of Germany and of the 
peace of Europe, If the Lond uniting the 
three central powers now seems less stable | 
than it was, let them who have come after | 
him account for it.

erick to Paris, an incident which, it is 
known, came within a hair's breadth of 
rovoking wat between Germany and 
France. His treatment of Russia was a 
judicious and successful commingling of 
firmness and good will. By convoking the 
Congress of Berlin, he curbed the extrava- 
gant pretentions exhibited by the Czar at 
San Stefano, and compelled Alexander IT. 
to recognize that Austria and England were 
interested no less than Russia in the dis- 
of the Ottoman assets. On the other 
and, he was at the utmost pains to uphold 
the traditional friendship between the 
Hohenzollerns and the Romanoffs, and he 
virtually acknowledged the moral right of 
Russia to ascendancy in a part of the 
Balkan peninsula by declaring in the Reich- 
stag that Bulgaria was not worth the sacri- 
fice of one Pomeranian grenadier. So long 
as Bismarck remained in power, there was 
no interruption of the cordial relations be- 
tween Berlin and St. Petersburg, and only 
the ordinary garrisons were maintained in 
Russian Poland. It is only since his with- 
drawal to private life that the relations be- 
tween the Prussian and the Russian courts, 
have become extremely strained, and that a 
huge Russian army has been concentrated 
within a striking distance of the Prussian

All of such foreign flavors in milk and 
batter may not be poisonous or unhealthy 
as in the case of the cows apeae. on wild 
leeks, but butter with such an odor is nav- 
seating to use on one’s own tavle, and is 

ctically unsalable in the market. We 
ave seen consumers melt such butter over 
a high heat to eliminate the bad flavor, but 
of course the character and structure of the 
butter was also destroyed by the dissolution 
of the globules. —[Gee. E. Newell, in Prairie

How » Drive Well is Made. 


Our cows were formerly supplied with 
water from a spring in the barnyard, and, 
as it was conatantly flowing, it seldom froze 
over. Last winter, however, the flow of 
water wasless than ueval, and the water in 
the trough frequently froze and had to be 
— out in the morning before the cowa 
could drink, This was not in acco: dance 
with profitable dairying, as tne water was 
much too cold rong taken into a cow's 
stomach ; accordingly it was decided to put 
down a drive well in the cow barn, where 
the water could be pumped into a trough di- 
rectly in front of the cows. A man, with 
the necessary tools, was hired to do the 
work, The spot selected was in the alley 
between the two rows of cows at the end

It uired about two hours 
to reach a dep of fourteen feet, 
where a vein of water was 


found. Of course, the — necessary to 
reach water varies with conditions and soils, 
The tools consist of an eight-inch auger, 
welded to a section of gaspipe which is 
driven down like an auger, using a gaspipe

dirt as it goes down. If more than one sec- 
tion of pipe is necessary to reach water 
another section is screwed on, and the bor- 
ing. proceeds as before.

be at least two feet of water, and, of course, 
the more the better. Ifthe lead shows an 
insufficient depth of water, the pipo must 
be pulled out and the anger replaced, bor- 
ing untila sufficient amount of water ia ob- 
tained, When the auger is pulled up for 
the last time a “ point,” made of brass, p:r- 
forated to let the water through, is screwed 
ato lower end of the pipe that is to re- 
min in the ground ; at the top end is plac- 
ed a common pitcher pump, and the well is 
complete, writes E. K. Wood in the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. The whole cost inclad- 
ing — and labor, was $5.50. It farnishes 
an abundance of water of a tempera- 
ture warm enough for any stock to drink. 
Now there is no shrinkage in the milk on 
cold days, as we often noticed before, and, 
although we advocate letting the cows out 
on pleasant days for exercise, we are much 
pleased with a plan so cheap and effective 
which does not necessitate their enforced 
exercise in the direction of a spring in the 
midst of a snow storm or a cutting wind—a 
measure of economy all can practice. 


Inbreeding. 
** T have had over 20 years experience in 
breeding Jerseys, and have paid close at- 
tention to the subject; I have made many 
failures, and have been led to change my 
mind several times in regard to breeding ; 
my knowledge of breeding is derived from 
other people's failures and successes as well 
asiny own,” says D. F. Appleton in the 
Jersey Bulletin, His views are opposed to 
close inbreeding. As an illustration he al- 
ludes to Mary Anne of St. Lambert and 
says thatshe and every one of her illustrious 
sisters were the result of outbreeding, as 
was also the case with Eurotas. The owner 
of Mary Anne adopted and publicly an- 
nounced the plan of inbreeding the animals 
of the family together, and says Mr. Apple- 
ton henever, in theseven years of that course 
of breeding, produced a first rate animal ; 
never one that was as good as itsdam and 
never one who has a record for test. Mary 
Anne has but one tested descendent, name- 
ly: Princess Chrysantha, and she is the re- 
sult of an outcrosg breeding in every genera- 
tidn. Eurctas was the result of an ontcross. 
Her owner generally bred her and her des- 
cendants —s without good results in 
that way; bat other good people bred her 
sons upon imported and other cows that 
were no kin to her and the result of that 
course has been the large number of tested 
granddaughters of Eurotas. Mr. Appleton 
concludes ‘‘ I bought, at publicand private 
sales, several granddaughters of Eurotas, 
imbred, and never could make a good cow 
out of one of them ; but out of eight of her 
Se which were outcrossed, I 
ailed in only one instance to make a tested 
cow, although I bought them all as calves 
before they were developed.”

TWO FRENCH EXPEDITIONS. 


News of Much Interest From Explorers tn 
the Depth of Africa, 

News has been received from two French 
exploring expeditions in Africa that have 
been long beyond reach of the mails and 
have now some interesting facta to report. . 
The announcement of the success of Com- 
mandant Monteil’s expedition comes by way 
of Tripoli, A year had ela since news 
had been received from Monteil. Since 
then he has pushed his way eastward across 
the Niger and through the populous empire 
of Sokoto to Kano, the second largest city 
in Sokoto. The city is the famous metro 
of the Soudan which has been deseri 
by Barth, Clapperton, and others, It is 230 
miles east of the city of Sokoto and 369 miles 
west of Kuka,/the capital of the Suteltana 
of Bornu, on Lake Tchad, whither the ex- 
ao was to go a few days afterhe wrote 

is letter, 

The walls around Kano are fifteen miles 
long. The population in Barth’s time was 
only about 15,000, but Matteuci, the Ital- 
ian explorer who was there a few years 
estimated that the city then contained 
000 people. The inhabitants are most in- 
in commerce and manufactures. The cot- 
ton — woven and dyed = Kano is fam- 
ous, and the people export large quantities 
of sandals, aoa and heather. sili 

It was the intention of Monteil to explore 
the western shore of lake Tchad from the 
northwest corner at Barrua. It is certain 
that he will endeavor to make a trading 
treaty with the Sultan of Bornu, and the 
world will be curious to hear whether he 
meets with better success than the British 
did two years ago when the Sultan refused 
tv enter into any relations with them. 

More interesting news comes from Lieut. 
Mizon’s expedition. Mizon’s pu was 
to reach e Tchad, but when he arrived 
at Yola, the capital of Adamawa, on the 
upper Benue River he found himselt unable 
te proceed further toward the north, and 
therefore turned to the south. Word comes

The most interesting feature of this bricf 
announcement is that the country south of 
the Benue, west of Crampel’s route, ia 
peaceful, and can be penetrated easily by 
white men. France is certainly making 
very rapid strkdes in extending her influ 
ence over her African possessions. The full 
reports of the two expeditions will be 
awaited with much interest, as they will 
throw a good deal of light on regions little 
known, which, in Mizon’s case a never 
been visited before by white men,

Already, on some of the ranges, the ‘‘cow- 
men” (cattle-owners) are growing tired of 
relying upon Providence to superintend 
thei ness, and they are sending men 
to look after the herds once a month, and 
be oes ont the calves and weaker cattle 

drive them to where hay is stored. By 
apring-time one in every fifteen or twenty 
in large herds will have been cared for in 
this way. In far eastern Montana range- 
feeding in large herds will long continue, 
but in at least five-sevenths of the State, 
irrigation and the cultivation of the soil 
will soon end it, The hills and upper 
benches, all covered with seclf-curing bunch 
graas, will still remain, and will forever be 
used for the pga of —_ _— of 
cows and sheep, properly attended and pro- 
vided with ane ant ins, against the 
times when beaste must be fed. The farm- 
ers will undoubtedly go into cattle-rais- 
ing, and dairy-farming is ceftain to be a 

t item in the State’s resources, since 
the hills are beside every future farm, and 
the most provision that will be needed will 
be that of a little hay for stocking the win- 
ter corrals. Last year the cattle business 
in Montana was worth ten millions of dol- 
lars to the owners of the herds. ‘“Provi- 
dence was on deck,” as the cow-boys would 
say. 
But the sheep there brought twelve mill- 
ions of pounds of wool on their backs in the 
game year. They are banded in herds of 
about 2000 head, and each band is in charge 
of one solitary, lonely, forsaken herder, who 
will surprise his employers if he remains a 
ane man any great length of time. In the 
summer these herders sleep in tents, and 
the ranch foremen start out with fresh pro- 
visions at infrequent intervals, and hunt up 
their men as they fellow the herds. In the 
winter the grazing is done in sheltered 
chosen. On the winter 
ground @ corral is built, and thirty to forty 
tons of hay are stored there for emergencies 
when the snow lies thick on the a. 
It ia a prime country for sheep. They get 
heavy coats, and are subject to no epidemic 
diseases. The is rich and plenty and 
the warm P winds soon melt what 
e@nows occasionally cover the ground. ‘The 
wool ranks next to that trom australia. The 
tendency of the sheep-herders to become in- 
wane is the most unpleasant accompaniment 
of the business, eager the various forms of 
mutilation of the sheep for business rea- 
sons. The constant bleating of the sheep 
and the herder’s loneliness, spending weeks 
and months without any companionship 
except that of a dog and the herd, are the 
eauses that are commonly accepted to ac- 
count for the fact that so many herders 
insane. Since I found insanity terribly 
common among the pioneers on the plains 
in Canada, where no sheep were raised, I 
prefer to leave the incessant bleating of the 


neliness—and yet, in my opinion, that is 
not the sole reason. " 

The horse wnarket has been very poor for 
some time, and mules are being raised for 
the market with better results. The sub- 
stitution of electric for horse power on 
street railways has lessened the demand 
for-horsea, and so has the use of steam farm- 
ing implements. There has been an over 
supply of horses as. well, But the 
Montana men-find horses a good invest- 
ment. It costs nothing to raise them, and all 
breeds seem to improve there. They get

oughly in fostering a love of pure sport in a 
a growing boy. A true sportsman must 
needs be a gentleman, and your boy will

sportsman’s honest code, than he can pos- 
sibly pick “P from the doubtfal companion- 
ship and influence of tainted streets.

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FROW BROAD Te *TANDARDS GarcR 
The Great Western Mallway the Last te 
Make the Change in England. 

The broad-gange railway ceased to exist 
in Great Britain last month when the Great 
Western Railway waa changed to standard 
gange. The peculiar construction of .the 
track, which necessitated a ¢ in the 
romibed of more than two hundred miles of 
track in one day, the removal of broad -gange 
vehicles out of the system forever, the com- 
plete stoppage of traffic during the progress 
of thechange and the significance attached 
to the work, caused the event to be eur- 
rounded with many interesting and memor- 
able circumstances, 

The part of the aystem that wa: changed 
is in Devonshire and Cornwall, On other 
parts of the system a third rail was laid 
many years ago, and narrow gauge or broad 
geuge trains were run as desired; but on 
the lines that extend from Exeter to Pen- 
vance, at Land's End, only broad- uge 
trains were or could be run. The rails are 
laid on longitudinal sleepers, or sill of 
lumber, instead ot on cross ties, and are 
connected together and held in place by 
cross ties, called transoma, every six feet, 
That plan of track laying, or something on 
the same general principle, is used by most 
of the street car lines. On the Great West. 
ern’s lines it has been a very steady and 
easy track, but exceedingly costly in main- 
tenance. The gauge was seven feet. With 
that construction a third rail was not pos- 
sible, and because of that and the fact that 
the line ran ta the further end of England 
and was in the patare of a stub line, with 
no connections, the broad gauge was clung 
to 


Two days were required for the change— 
Saturday for the actual change and Sunday 
for tightening up and adjusting the track. 
The line was divided into three-mile seo- 
tions, and about sixty men were allotted to 
each section in gangs of twenty. Five 
thousand or more men were encam in 
white tents along the track side during the 
preparations. The traflic was 80 
that on the few days  phemaons.. May 21 all 
the broad-gange freight cars were sent out 
of the Devon and Cornwall divisions, and 
the number of passenger cars was reduced 
to the lowest limit. By Frida night every 
train had to be sent out of the division. The 
= flyer ‘* Cornishman,” from London 
to Penzance, was to make « last round ig ’ 
rounding up all traffic, driving it before it 


out of the territory. 

The ‘‘ Cornishman ” left Paddington sta- 
tion, London, at 10:15 a. m., May 20, on 
the final trip. Tho chief officials of the 
Great Western Railway were aboard the 
train and also a number of prominent per- 
sons, including peers of the realm, as invit- 
ed guesta. The platform of the station was 
crowded, and dozens of cameras were set 
or held up to take pictures of the scene. A 
along the line were big crowds of people to 
salute the train, and Rendrode of torpedoes 
placed on the track were exploded by the 
train in ites 1 e. 

The work on the change had been begun, 
Every alternative cross piece or transom, 
had been disconnected and a piece sawn off 
to make it the proper length for the stand- 
ard gauge, and the remaining trensoms had 
been partly sawn through. As ‘the train 
ran down mes Cornwall, where the line 
was double track, it met many trains harry- 
ing eastward to get out of the territory, 
‘Toward the close of the day the vacating 
trains formed along procession. Soon after 
reaching Penzance, and after the assurance 
that not a single broad-gauge train was be- 
hind it, the ** Cornishman ” started for Lon- 
don on its last trip. 

The workmen began changing the track - 
at 3a.m. Saturday. It was a close com- 
petition of section net section, each 
endeavoring to finish first. The transoma 
were taken out, and the longitudinal sills 
were pried with crowbars into position at the 
standard gauge, tight against the sawed 
transoms, to which t “y were bolted, There 
was considerable difficulty on the spo 
curves, but the work was done nicel . 
by nightfall Saturday the whole track had 
been converted. On Sunday standard-gauge- 
engines were ran over the changed track at 
slow speed,and by their aid inequalities were 
discovered and defects remedied. On Mon- 
day the full traffic was resumed. : 

ring the stoppage of traffic the maila 
were sent along the coast by fast steamboats 
belonging to the Great Western Railway 
Company, touching at Truro, Falmouth, 
Fowey, Penzance, and at or near other 
points reached by the railway, and 
the communication was not direct the mails 
were carried from the steamboats to their 
destination by mail coaches with fast horses, 
The company had made preparations for the 
change by building the bodies of all-new 
care t) staudard gauge}and putting them 
on broad-gauge trucks and wheels where 
desired. Now most of the work of trans- 
forming care will be to transfer the bodies 
from one set of wheels to another. 


Appalling Figures 

While the annual drink bill of Canada is 
appallingly large, it does not represent 
such a degree of alidiotiCn to intoxicants as 
the annual rum expenditure of other coun- 
tries. Great Britain is far worse in this 
respect than ourselves. The population of 
the United Kingdom, | the census of 189], 
was 37,888,153, the total sum spent for beer 
and spirits in the United a om during 
the year 1891 being $706,550, abou 
$16 per head,including women and children. 
There was'an increase during 1891 of about 
$6,000,000 in the total amount t for in- 
toxicants; but the friends of Pimdaces 
over there find ground for hope in the fact 
that there hes om a decided decrease in 
the amount of distilled liquors used, and an 
increase in the quantity of beer. They are 
hopeful, also, Lecause they find a decrease 
in the extent of violent drunkenness. The 
total amount spent for beer alone last year 
was £78,000,000—nearly $390,000,000." In 
commenting upon this the London Times 
says : 

z It must be contessed that those £78,. 
000,000 for beer are a figure that it is hard 
to be prondof. It means that down the 
national throat thre flows enough to pro- 
vide the country with two navies and two 
armies, with the civil service thrown in—or 
very nearly eo. It means that the beer 
drunk in one yar would pay the interest 
on the national debt for three; or, if fund- 
ed for nine years, it would pay the whole 
debt and leave us with no more interest or 
annuities to pay.” ‘ 

The most hopefal sign, howev.r, of an 
amelioration of the drink evil in Great Brit- 
ain isthe fact that heavy drinking is be- 
coming unfashionable in that corntry. This 
may seems faint hope to some, but it is 
more than that, <A century or 99 ago heavy 
drinking. was common in the bast society,

When I took «sion of the station of 
Elkton, on the Union Pacific road, the track 
layers had advanced only five miles beyond 
it. The hamlet of Elkton consisted of a 
store, a mill and five or six shanties, and 
was three qaarters of a mile from the station, 
The depot waaa rough shed sixty feet long 
and one-story high. Twenty feet of the 
west end was partitioned off for a waiting 
room, and in one corner of the wailing room 
I bad my private office. It was twelve feet 
long by six wide, enclosed with unplaned 
boards and lighted by an outside window. 
In this room I had my telegraphic apparatus, 
a small iron.aafe, a table, « ticket rack, &«.

Fishing on the Great Lakes. 


The census report of the fisheries of the 
Great Lakes gives some figures which will 
probably surprise people who usually re- 
gard fishing more in the light of # pastime 
than a business. The record shows that 
about 100,000,000 pounds of fish are caught 
in the lakes every year, which are worth, 
at first-eale, $2,500,000. This amount is 
usually very much increased before the fish 
reach the consumer. There are uearly 7,- 
000 regular fishermen on the lakes, and 
boats worth $700,000 are used in the busi- 
ness. The other apparatus used is worth 
about $1,350,000, or more than half the 
value of the annual catch, which appears to 
be very large in proportion to the income. 
Adding the values of boats, neta, shore ap- 
pliances and other aids to the business, the 
aggregate is $2,832,957. Considered, on 
the other hand, as a4 great pasture 
ground for fish, a constant source of 
food supply and one that ought to be con- 
stantly improving, the lakes form an inter- 
esting subject for study, outside of their 
great commercial value. There is no doubt 
that the amount of fish in the lakes can be 
almost indefinitely increased by cultivation, 
and this industry will be carried on ve 
extensively as soon as the demand for fish 
food makes it safficiently profitable. The 
awarms of fish in all streams, when first 
visited by man, is a proof that the present 
capacity of our waters is many times great- 
er than is now used, simply because the 
ordinary fishing has taken out the fish much 
faster than they naturally increase. The 
Great Lakes are much better adapted to 
fish culture than any stream can be, for they 
can never be polluted, and their capacity is 
practically without limit. The lake system 
covers an area of 91,600 square miles, Re- 
duced to more tangible fizures, it is found 
that we are rassing about two pounds of fish 
to the acre in the lakes every year.

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Twe Great Projects. 


The New York Sun is considerably alarm- 
ed over two projects now contemplated by 
the Canadian people. Either of these great 
worka, should they be carried forward, will 
divert trade from New York and it is this 
which creates the apprehension the Sun does 
not attempt to conceat in the following 
article :—*' It is certainly not necessary to 
create two new routes for the transporta- 
tion of American grain to Europe by way of 
Canada. Wereferred on Monday to the pro- 
ject for the construction of a mammoth ship 
railway between Lake Ontario and Georgian 
Bay, by which the distance from the head- 
waters of the Western lakes to the St. Law- 
rence would be shortened, and by which the 
ontreal company hopes to divert thegrain 
trade from the Erie Canal to the Canadian 
line of transportation. This projeet seems 
to be practicable if they can get mone 
enough, ant ite execution would not be ad- 
vantageous to the commercial interests of 
the city of New York. We now learn of 
yet another project for a new grain route 
still further north that shall be serviceable 
both to American ané to Canadian shi pers, 
and the line of which is to‘be frem Winnt. 
peg by land to a point on the western ber- 
der of Hudson Bay, thence by water across 
the bay and throagh Hudson Strait to the 
Atlantic. It is hard to believe the report 
which we have received from London that 
the capital needed for the carrying out of 
this extraordinary project has been raised 
in the Engli#h market. It is hard to believe 
that the projectors can think that the ¢ 
of Minnesota, Dakota, and other North- 
western States, as wellas of the Canadian 
rovinces bet ween the Rocky Mountains and 
udson Bay, will be shi to European 
countries by this route. For nearly three- 
quarters of the year Hudson Strait is notnav- 
igable, on account of the masses of ice with 
which it is blockaded, and it is hard to see 
how the shipment of grain through the 
strait for three months of the year could be 
made a profitable business, while it would 
certainly not suit the convenience of our 
Minnesota farmers. Hudson Bay itself is a 
sheet of water 1,000 miles long by 500 broad, 
and the tempests by which it is often dis- 
uicted render it dangerous to navigators, 
hen, again, the railroad from Winnipeg, 
in Manitoba, to Churchill, on the bay, would 
have to be constructed through a wilderness 
over adistance of 700 miles, and could 
have ao appreciable local traffic to cover any 
part of its expenses. In truth, the roject 
seems to us to be wholly impracticable, and 
we shall require confirmation of the report 
that the funds for its execution Mave been 
supplied by London capitalists. The other 


project, the project for shortening the lake 
and St. Lewrence route by means of a ship 
railway from Georgian Bay to Lake Ontario, 
is mot only feasible, but is certain to be 
carried out within a short time, and must 
be very favorable to the commercial inter- 
ests of England and Canada. The far- 
sighted capitalists and statesmen here who 
are concerned in maintaining the commer- 
cial supremacy of New York will have to 
give heed to the changes which are impend- 
ing, and through which much trade may be 
diverted from our city and port.”

New Religtes in Persia, 

That there is in Persia so little happines 
and so little protettion for life and propert 
is no doubt a of the interest wh 
the ~~ take in mattera of the unseen 
world. it is there anticipated that the Imam 

Mahdi, the expected descendant of Ali, will 
appear and will se. all things right. An ac- 
count which brings home to Weatern eyes 
the strange life of far-off Persia is that which 
Mr. Coutts Trotter. gives in .the Srottich 
Review of the rise of the greatest sect in the 
country. The Shiah division of Mohammed- 
ans, to which the Persians belong, who re- 
ject the firat three Caliphs and consider Ali 
the only rightful successor of the Prophet, 
are especially fruitfrl in the prodaction of 
new sects and new prophets. A there 
new prophets was a certain Ali Mohammed, 
areputed Said, i. «, « descendant of the 
Imam Ali, a young man who was the son of 
a merchant of Shiraz. This young man at- 
tained to great ce'ebrity on account of the 
purity and austerity of his life. It was he 
who, about the middle of this century, Was 
the founder of a sect that has become 
influential, He was barely thirty years old 
eth time of hia death, in 1850. Six years 
ore he had gone upon a i 
to Mecca, “a on Ms tetas" Geaies 
ed me sacred writin which, in 
the estimation of his followers, bear 
abont the same relation to the Koran 
that the New Testament does to the Old 
Testament. His views appear to be rather

and himself practiced abstention from coffee, 
opium, and tobacco, although the hipi- 
tion as to the last article was rescinded by a 
later and pleasanter revelation.

After the prophet's 
retarn from Mecca he was proclaimed by 
his followers as the Bab, i. ¢., the Gate or 
the ‘* Way of Eternal Life.” Asa reformer 
he attacked the corruption of the clergy, and 
appealed to the Shah to be allowed to come 
to Teheran and argue the points of his 
faith with the mollahs, or orthodox dectors. 
The Shah did not like the clergy, and 
poker ne have fourd _— diversien in 
are | argument, and. the 
showed characteristic cou in 
proposition, for death would have heen the 
result if he had been worsted.

About this time the Bab’s gospel received 
a very effec 
ful, and highly accomplished woman, the 
daughter of a famous moliah of Kaswin. 
She was known as the Delight of the Eyes, 
or Her Excellency the Pure, which 
designation, ‘according to testimony of 
friends and foes alike, she deserved. She 
went about preaching, and was heard with 
delight by the multitude and by many 
learned doctors, her influence no doubt 
much assisted by her beauty, for in the 
ardor of speaking her veil would sometimes 
fall aside. Such unconventional behavior 
would not have been appreciated by the 
relatives of a clever young woman in most 
countries and was not sapreves in Persia. 
Her uncle, a distinguished mollah, preach- 
ed against her from his pulpit, for which 
he was assassinated by some of her admir- 
ers. Conversions tothenew religionincreased 
rapidly in all parts of the kingdom, There 
was at last a collision ‘between the Shah's 
Government and the sect, and some two 
thousands of them were surrounded in a 
mountain fastness by an army led by the 
princes of the b and massacred. The 
day soon came for the Bab's own ——- 
ed martyrdom. He and two.of his follow- 
ers were led through the streets of Tabriz, 
beaten, and tortared. One of his two fol- 
lowers, said Hussein, was offered his life if 
he would — es Bab, — = Two 

ears later, deeply repentant for hie apos- 
‘ea, he underwent martyrdom with great 
courage. The other disciple, Mirza Mo- 
hammed Ali, young, rich, and of good posi- 
tion, notwithstanding that his wife and lit- 
tle children were brought to implore him 
to recant, remained firm and died with his 
master. At the conclusion of a day of tor- 
ture the two were taken out and fired upon 
by a platoon of soldiers, when an extraor- 
dinary incident oscurred— Mirza was killed, 
but, to the astonishment of the crowd, the 
Bab remained untouched. In Persia mir- 
aclesare matters of universal belief and of 
great importance. What might not have 
been the result if the Bab had now escaped ? 
But, overcome with the day’s suffering, he 
ran, as if from a natural impulse, to the 
nearest shelter, a guardhouse, where the 
soldiers seeing that he was mortal, cut him 
down.

follow, cleverly distributed the executions 
among the various high functionaries, A 
share was offered to the Shah’s physician, 
Dr. Cloquet, but the Frenchman excused 
himself upon the plea that he had already 
killed so many people in the exercise of his 
professional duties that he had no wish to 
add tothe list.
